3. A site plan or building permit for the Propérty may not be approved, released, or
issued, if the completed development or uses of the Property, considered-.cumulatively
with all existing or previously authorized development and:uses, gencrate traffic that

exceeds 2,000 trips per day.

Except as specifically restricted under this ordinance, the Propérty may be developed and
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used in accordance with the regulations established for the”doWiltown mixed use (DMU)
base district and other applicable requirements of the City Codé:
